Removal from one distriet to | 
another necessitates the securing of a 
written permit and immediate report 
to the officer of the district where the 
new residence is situated. Temporary. 
travel from one district to another re- 
quires a written permit and an imme- 
diate report and frank statement of 
the purpose of the traveling should be 
made in order to remove any cause for 
suspicion.

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FOR A CITY CANNERY. 


The city administration has under consid- 
eration a plan suggested by the Atlanta 
Equal Suffrage association, through its presi- 
dent, Mrs. Amelia R. Woodall, for the estab- 
lishment of a municipal canning plant to 


preserve the products of the war gardens of 
the city in excess of current consumption. 

From the data and statistics that have 
been submitted with the proposal, together 
with what is generally known as to the food 
situation and the food outlook for the future, 
there is left room for only one conclusion, 
and that is, that the establishment of such 
an institution would mark a step in precisely 
the right direction, even if the city itself 
stood to gain not so much as a dollar in 
profits. At any rate, the plan is one that 
merits most careful consideration. 

On its face it looks not only feasible, but 
practicable. 
A canning sibel has submitted to 
the finance committee of council a proposal 
for the establishment of a canning plant for 
the city, either upon a municipal ownership 
or upon a municipal rental basis, which, it 18 
argued, could be run upon either a co-opera- 
tive, a “shares” or a direct purchase plan, 
leaving a margin of profit to the city. 
ownership or control of a public cannery, 
it is maintained, would insure the city an 
1 adequate supply of canned goods to meet the 
needs of the various municipal institutions, 
and at the same time greatly stimulate the 
production of foodstuffs in city gardens. 
There can be no doubt of a market, or of a 
meahs of preserving what fruits and vege- 
tables they might produce in excess of cur- 
rent, home needs. 

About 50 per cent of all of the vegetables 
and fruits grown are wasted for the want of 
‘canning facilities. Furthermore, were this 
not a fact, farmers and gardeners would pro- 
duce much more than they are accustomed 
to grow under conditions which frequently 
compel them to sell their crops for prac- 
tically nothing when the market is glutted— 
which is almost invariably the case with 
every form of enn or fruit crop at the 
height of ita “season.” 

From this time on, at least until the end 
of. the war, every citizen should produce 
every pound of food within his capability, 
and not an ounce of it should be wasted. It 
is as important and as valuable as ammuni- 
tion. The world is hungry for it; and it is 
certain that the demand will not decrease 
during the war nor for some years after- 
ward. | ee

WE MUST HAVE NURSES. 


One of the country’s most pressing needs 
of the hour, incidental to our belligerency, 
is that of more nurses; and the women of 
Georgia should respond with enthusiasm, to 
the commendable appeal that has been made 
by the Georgia division of the Council of 


‘National Defense for volunteers for this very 
— 


necessary service. 

The appeal is made in response to an 
urgent call by the federal government, and 
in Georgia the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, the Red Cross and practically every 
other organization of patriotic men and 
women have joined in the call. 

At a recent meeting of the Cobb county 
unit of the women’s committee of the Na- 
tional Defense Council at Marietta the work 
of enrolling*the nursing forces was inaugu- 
rated. 

With the splendid beginning that has“been 
made, and with the tremendous weight of 
the organized feminine forces of the state 
behind it, and all co-operating as they are, 
it is a foregone conclusion that Georgia is 
going to give a creditable account of itself in 
this respect. 

The government has urgent need for 5, 000 
trained women nurses for duty in the war 
zone. It wants them to be ready and quali- 
fied for service by June 1. This state’s quota 
of that number, especially in view of the 
existing shortage of nurses, will leave a de- 
cided dearth of women qualified and compe- 
tent to minister to the civilian needs of the 
community. And unless there is an imme- 
diate and general response on the part of 
women capable of becoming proficient in the 
profession of caring for the sick and infirm, 
the situation is Wound to become serious 
right here at home. 

In plain language, the country must have 
nurses—feminine nurses—not only for serv- 


ice in the war zone, but in the hospitals 


and homes on this side of the Atlantic. 
That demand opens the door of oppor- 
tunity for splendid, humanitarian and truly 
patriotic service to the women of the land. 
Let us hope that the women of our state 
will, as is their custom, meet the emergency 
generously, heartily and promptly. 


THE RIGHT MEDICINE. 


In the United States district court re- 
cently one of the most prosperous citi- 
zens of Cherokee county was convicted of 
illicit distilling of liquor, removing from his 
premises and concealing distilled liquor, and 
violation of the food conservation act for- 
bidding the use of food for the manufacture 
of liquor during the war. 

." Testimony of witnesses and the defend- 
ant’s own admissions went to show that the 
culprit did a mercantile business during 
1917 amounting to $40,000, that he owns and 
operates syrup manufacturing plants, saw- 
mills and a 19-plow farm; that much of 
the produce from his own and other farms 
in his vicinity had been converted into 
whisky by him in violation of federal and 
state laws. 

The federal revenue officers, working 
under the direction of E. C. Yellowley, rev- 
enue agent, “worked up” what the district 
attorney’s office characterized a “perfect 
case” against this wealthy malefactor, and 
one from which he was unable to extricate 
himself; and Judge Newman did his duty in 
fining him $250 and costs, capping it with a 
sentence of eighteen months at hard labor 
in the federal penitentiary! 

More than that, the prisoner has the 
state authorities to deal with after he com- 
pletes his shift for Uncle Sam; and Mr. 
Yellowley announces that at any and all 
times, following the conviction of a liquor- 
law violator his office is ready and more 
than willing to turn over to the state all the 
evidence it has and that would be of service 


the state.

are beginning to divert attention from the 
question of a new German offensive upon 
the western front, an offensive of artillery 
and men, not of propaganda. In view of the 
present situation, however, it is plain that 
nothing is more probable than such a Ger- 
man peace campaign, following lines already 
familiar to the peoples at war with the cen- 
tral powers. 

Such a peace offensive would have three 
well-defined bases in existing facts. In 
the first place the Germans, without hav- 
ing accomplished all that they hoped to 
achieve when they pfecipitated the present 
conflict, have manifestly marched a long 
distance toward the realization of their dream 
of world power. Their will is law in Bu- 
rope from Riga to Odessa and from Kiev 
to Ostend. If time were allowed them to 
organize their vast conquests, the German 
domination of the Slav world might endure 
for a protracted period of time and dyring 
this domination German might hope to ac- 
quire the resources for resuming her assault 
upon the western world. 

On the other hand, a protraction of the 
war would manifestly risk all, since a defeat 
in the field, like: the Napoleonic disgster of 
Leipzig, might lead to a collapse like that 
of the first empire, while the extension of 
the period of strain put upon the German 
people by the inevitable battle losses, might 
produce a weariness and gradual alienation 
of popular support from a dynasty and sys- 


tem still victorious in foreign war, such as 


took place in France after Wagram and 
even before the Moscow failure. 

Further successes in the field, material 
gains in the west, which fell short of the 
decisive victory, now hardly to be- expected, 
would not largely increase German gains, 
as a result of the war, while the entrance 
of the United States has added a new ele- 
ment of danger, which will become more 
and more serious as time advances. There- 
fore, could German gain peace on the basis 
of things as they were before the war in 
the west and as they now are in the east, 


she could well afford to make such a settle- 


ment as she can now afford to agitate for 
such a bargain. 


Only a Breathing Spell. 

Peace on such terms would be a bal- 
ance of power. peace. It would leave Ger- 
many with the western nations powerfully 
organized and manifestly hostile. It would 
be, like the Peace of Amiens, only a breath- 
ing spell before a renewal of a war, of a 
contest, which could have no real termination 
until Germany was master of the world or 
cured of her megalomania. It. would not 
be a@ peace which completed the task the 
contemporary German leadership has set for 
itself. But it would be a halt at a con- 
venient resting place wel) on the road to 
the journey’s end. 

In the second place, such a peace pro- 
posal, as is now suggested in foreign dis- 
patches, would be designed to serve the usual 
purpose of such German maneuvers. In a 
sense, the peace propaganda has taken the 
place of the poison gas“ emission, as the 
prelude to a military attack. The German 
peace resolutions in the reichstag, adopt- 
ing the Russian platf8rm of peace without 
annexation or indemnity, was the final bait, 
which lured the Russians to their ruin at 
Brest-Litovsk. Peace talk and propagan- 
da, artfully employed by the Germans and 
Austrians, disorganized the Italians in ad- 
vance of the lsonzo offensive, which slic- 
ceeded because of this demoralization. 

On the eve of a new and terrible Ger- 
man offensive,. the Teutonic mind, reason- 
ing from the recent past, may well conclude 
that the British, French and Italian troops 


and publics will be shaken by a new peace | 


propaganda, which is based on the obvious 
argument, that since Russia has fallen ana 
can no longer defend herself, the other na- 
tions should leave her to a deserved fate, 
cut their own losses and make a peace with 
Germany, which shall leave their own ter- 
ritory undiminished and their immediate 
safety assured. 

This argument will be directed at the war 
weary millions of Britain, France and Italy. 
It will be used with particular energy against 
the French, in whose territory the real con- 
flict mrust be fought and whose occupied 
cities, notably Lille, Roubaix and Tourcoing, 
must suffer the fate of Arras, St. Quentin 
and Rheims, if the allies advance, while 
Nancy, Chalons and even Amiens, might be 
the victims of any successful German push. 

In a similar fashion a drive will be made 
to reach the conservative and reactionary ele- 
ments in the allied countries, whose anxiety 
has been stirred by the Bolshevik excesses 
and by ‘the growing unrest in among the 
masses of their own countrymen. Germa- 
ny will appeal, at once, to the radicals and 
the reactionaries, seeking td enlist the self- 
ish ambitions and the individual convic- 
tions of both classes to create disorganiza- 
tion and demoralization in allied ranks, a 
demoralization, which, if it fails to lead to 
immediate peace negotiations, may prepare 
the way for the advance of German armies, 
when the armed offensive replaces the peace 
offensive, as it soon must. 

; Effect on German People. 
Finally, for satisfying the German peo- 


| ple, such a peace campaign will have a real 


value. Today the German people are in 
a measure, at least, intoxicated by their re- 
cent Russian aehievement. Faced with the

FORTY-FIVE TUESDAY 


This thing of being a magnate is not 
all beer and skittles. Ask Joe McGin- 
nity, who used to be the greatest “iron 
man” in the business. When at last 
the metallic wing of the great major 
league twirler gave way he got a job 
as manager of the Newark Interna- 
tionals. That was in 1909. In 1913 Joe 
had saved enough coin of the realm to 
enable him to realize his dream of be- 
coming a magnate. He invested the 
sayings of a lifetime in the Tacoma 
elde of the Northwestern league, and 
prepared to settle down to spend his 
declining years in peace and luxury. It 
is said that he dropped his whole wad 
in that venture. 

McGinnity will. be 45 years old to- 
morrow. He was born in Illinois and 
spent his youth in the mines. He 

itehed for three major league clubs, 
Baitiniore, Brooklyn and New York. 
Barly in his career he had the benefit 
of counsel of Ned Hanlon, and at a 
Jater period John McGraw put on the 


the greatest twirlers the game ever 
had. His “old Sal’ was as famous and 
effective as Mathewson's “fadeaway.” 
In 1904, with the Giants, Joe pitched 
forty-three games and won thirty-five 
of them.

Was Ambassador at Lon- 8 


don in 1914, Shows How 
Berlin’s Policy Made War 
Inevitable. 


“a. 


Stockholm, March 17.—The foreign 
policy of the German government. be- 
fore the war is criticised‘ severely in a 
memorandum written by Prince Lich- 
nowsky, German ambassador at Lon- 
don when the war began, which is pub- 
lished in The Politken, organ of the 
extreme left of the socialists. The 
memorandum was written in August, 
1916, for the purpose of explaining and 
justifying to personal friends his posi- 
tion, which had been assailed. 

Only a half dozen typewritten copies 
of the document were made. One of 
these, in consequence of betrayal of 
the prince by a person to whom-it was 
given, reached the German foreign of- 
fice and caused a great scandal. An- 
other copy was communicated to cer- 
tain members of. the minority socialist 
party of Germany, but how it got 
across the German frontier remains a 
mystery. 

After describing the circumstances 
which led to his appointment in 1912 as 
ambassador to England, Prince Lich- 
nowsky says the moment undoubtedly 
was favorable for a new attempt to 
establish a better footing with Eng- 
land. 

Germany Caused Suspicion. 

He continues: 

“Our enigmatical Moroccan policy 
had repeatedly shaken confidence in 
gur peaceful disposition. An Austrian 
leader who was long in Paris said to 
me: ‘If the French begin to forget their 
desire for revenge for the Franco- 
Prussian war, ‘you regularly remind 
them of it by treading heavily on their 
toes.’ 

“After the rejection of the attempt 
of Delcasse (then French foreign min- 
ister) to reach an agreement concern- 
ing Morocco, and after declaring that 
we had no political interests there, we 
suddenly recognized in Abd-el-Aziz 
(then Sultan of Morocco) a Kruger No. 

Our attitude promoted the Russo- 


ments. In the face of the German peril 
all other conflicts fell into the back- 
ground. The possibility of a new 
Franco-German war had been evi- 
denced.“ 

Prince Lichnowsky goes on to say 
that on his arrival in London he saw 
Sir Edward (now. Viscount) Grey, 
then foreign secretary, had not given 
up the idea of reaching an agreement 
with Germany, and as a beginning 
made an attempt in economy and colo- 
nial spheres. The aim of the British 
statesman was not to isolate Germany, 
but to induce Germany to take part in 
the already established concert by re- 
moving the causes for friction between 
England and Germany, and to. secure 
the peace of the world by a network of 
Agreements. 

Fatal Blunder for Germany. 

Describing the situation at the time 
of the. Balkan war, Prince Lichnow- 
sky says two policies were open to 
Germany; either to act as an impar- 
tial mediator and seek a stable settle- 
ment in accordance with the wishes of 
Balkan peoples, or to conduct a strict 
triple alliance policy. The prince rec- 
ommended the former, he says, but the 
German foreign office decided on the 


| latter, thus taking a stand on the side 


of the Turkish and Magyar oppressors 
of the Balkan peoples. This the prince 
describes as a fatal blunder, which was 
all the more striking since a sudden 
Franco-Russian assault, which alone 
could justify a triple alliance policy, 
could have been ruled out of German 
calculations, 

It was not only unnecessary, but 
dangerous, Prince Lichnowsky de- 
clares, to pey attention to Austria’s 
wishes, since to look at eastern ques- 
tions through Austrian spectacles could 
we! pone sg a ee wen Prussia 
and a world-war, besides alie 
Balkan peoples. e Reg 

“AS usual, we stood on the wrong 
side,“ he adds. We have always rid- 
den horses whose collapse could be 
foreseen—Kruger, Abd-el-Aziz, Abdul 
Hamid (deposed sultan of Turkey) and 
William of Wied (former ruler of Al- 
bania), and, finally, we came to grief 
in the stable of Berchtold (former Aus- 
tro-Hungarian foreign minister, whose

TORTURE INFLICTED 


BY THE BOLSHEVIKI. 

London, March 17.—A: dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Petrograd tells of tor- 
tures that are being inflicted by the 
Bolsheviki on spersons in various lo- 
calities. The dispatch says that in 
Voronezh the death penalty has been 
revived for burglars, and that in Ka- 
gan, four peasants, who had been ad- 
judged guilty of crime, were con- 
demned to be burned to death. 

The entire populace of the 3 
says the correspondent, witnessed the 
execution in Barnapol, Siberia, of four 
boys who had been condemned for 
theft. Three of the boys were publicly 
beheaded, while the other was tortured 
and finally his head crushed in. In 
Zmievo, the merchants were each or- 
dered to hand over 100,000 rubles. Those 
who failed to do so were thrown into 
the river, after stones had been tied 
about their necks.
